MURDERED BY BY A BOY 


Max Engel ot Ene & Kraus 
Victim of Bullet Fired by . 
Former Employe. 


LAY IN WAIT AT THE PLANT 


Suspect Said to Have Been 
Unler-a Delusion That He

FIRE. SWEEPS TWO 
BIG LUMBER YARDS 





Threatens East Harlem ‘ 
District 


Fire starting just after 2 o’clock this 
morning swept the H, Hermann lumber 
yard at 125th Street and the East River. 
The. blaze. spread .so rapidly through 
acres of dry wood that companies from 
all the upper part of Manhattan were 
ordered out in response to four alarms. 

A,fireboat was manouvred up the East 
River to aid them in the battle to pre- 
vent the ‘flames reaching the tremina!l 
of the ferry which runs to Randalls 
Island where are the House of Refuge 
and the children’s. hospital. 

The Hermans .yard extends from First 
Avenue tothe river and from 125th 
to 124th Street. A corner of the space 
is occupied. by the H, Susswein 
Compay, ancthes lumber concern whose 
yard also was swept. 

Tenements in the rear of the burning 
lumber fields were emptied under police 
guidance when: the fire was at fts hot- 
test. and it seemed that it might break 
from control. The flames did jump to 
a@ hearby rag factory. but after the fire- 
men had been at work.more than an 
hour it did not seem that they would 
get further.

HARDING BANS EXPORT 

OF MUNITIONS TO CHINA 

Issues Proclamation in Accordance 

With Congress Resolation of 
Jan, 31, 1921. 


WASHINGTON, March 6.—Shipments 
from the Unite! States of arms or mu- 
Mitions of war to China was prohibited 
by President Harding today in a proc- 
lamation. 

The proclamation was issued in ac- 
cordance with a joint resolution ap- 


proved Jan, 31, 1922,~by Congress, which 
provided “ that whenever the President 
finds that in any American country or 
in any country in which the United 
States exercises extraterritorial. juris- 
diction, conditions of domestic violence 
exist which are. or may be promoted 
by the use of arms or munitions of war 
procured from the United States; ane 
makes proclamation thereof, it s hall be 
unlawful to export, excep “ander. such 
limitations and exceptions as the Presi- 
dent -prescribes, any arms or munitions 
of war from any place in’ the United 
States to such country~“until otherwise 
ordered by the President or by Con- 
gress.’ 

The proclamation states that, whereas 
itis provided by the * joint resolution 
that whoever exports any arms or mu- 
nitions of war in violation of the proc- 
lamation shall. on conviction be pun- 
ished by. a fine not gota | $10,000 
or by oer ape not exceeding two 
years, or both, “Ii do hereby warn 
them. that all violations of suc pro- 
visions ‘will bé rigorously prosecuted.’’

The Lockwood: committee now pro- 
poses a State Trade Commission, There 
sé¢ems little chance for that bill,’ The 
prejudice against subjecting business 
to “inquisition "’ is instinetive and 
Strong. But a long-suffering .com- 
munity will not submit to a revival of 
Hettrickism and Brindellism.

I ap- 
plied heat in various degrees and, al- 
lowed the: mass to cool by certain stages.
